The 
Commune also decided to meet three days o¢ 
each week, except ina case of emergency, 
when sittings will beheld permanently. The 
eessions will be held inthe Hotel de Ville.

The 
Government troops yesterday carried the bar- 
ricades in the village of Bourglabeine, killing 
and woundivg 100 insurgents and captur- 
ing 43. 

The Situation Around Paris. 

Ngw York, May 11 —The following report 
of the situation in and around Paris is fom 
a special correspondent in that city. 

Paris, May 10, via BouLoens, May 11.—A 
general attack on the city by the Versailles 
forces is hourly expected to begin. 

On tbe Boulevard Madelaine, the shop- 
Keepers are pasting paper over their win- 
dows to prevent their bieaking by the vi- 
bration caused by the discharge of the siege 
artillery. 

There was briek fighting in Neuilly last 
night. 

The Versailles troops have turoed 
electric lights towards Paris. 

General Rossel’s resignatuon has been ac- 
cepted by the Commune, and the General 
himself placed under arrest, He refuses to 
serve any longer unless supreme authority be 
conferred upon him. General Delesclures 
has been appointed to the position vacated 
by General Rossel. General Dombrowski has 
been offered the command of the army, but he 
refuses to accep: it unless it is made supreme. 
General Cecilia will probably resign his cam- 
mand. 1 

To-day the magnificent column Vendome, 
the greatest monument yet erected of French 
heroism and victories on the battle field, was 
partially destroyed. 

Avotber dispatch, dated Sevres, Wednesday 
night, via Boulogne, Thursday morning, says 
one thousand yards of the trenches have been 
completed, and the assaulting columns are 
within five hundred yards of the ramparts of 
Paris, all ready for the order to advance to the 
assault.

lin last evening sayg Bismarck has met the re- 
quest of the Versailles Government in a very 
luberal spirit. By the treaty of peace, just 
signed, he agreed to a reduction of the war 
indemnity by a half milliard francs, equal to 
twenty millions pounds sterling, one hundred 
millions dollars. Consequently the Germans 
receive immediatc!y the Frerfth bond for four 
and a half milliards of francs, nine hundred 
milliocs of dollars, payable within one year, 
indorsed by French and German bankers. 
The bond is convertible into stocks or con- 
eols, whichever Germany may prefer. Two 
milliards fraucs, four hundred million dollars, 
are already taken by Baron Rothschild and 
Baron Erlanger, French bankers, and by Herr 
Hahn, the German bauker. Immediately on 
the ratification of the treaty of peace, signed 
at Frankfort, a majority of the German forces 
will leave France aud return to Germany. 
The forts east and torth of Paris are to be 
surrendered to the Versailles Government im- 
mediately, and all French prisoners in Ger- 
many are to be returned to France as rapidly 
as the ratroads can traus port them. Accord- 
ing to the treaty the Germans will hold only 
Belfort, Longwy, and Nancy as hostages until 
the fulfillment of its conditions. 
Desperate Fighting. 

Paris, May 11, evening.—Fort Van vres was 
captured last night by Versallists troops, and 
was held fora short time, when it was re- 
captured by the Commurist forces, There 
bas been desperate fighting there to-day.

of assailing them. Fortunately for us the 
madness of the hour smoth that, and aa 
open war was provoked. In the curreat of 
battle that form of secession was deliber- 
ately avd methodically, and we may say, 

finally, whipped, and if battles can decide it,

WasHINGTON, May 28.—The following will 
appear in the Washington National Republi- 
can to-morrow morning.

The 
treaty is to be as the “treaty of 
Washington for the adjustment of the claims 
and injury alleged by the United States on 
account of the escape of Confederate cruisers 
from Btitish ports and  depreda- 
tions committed by those 
during the late war in this country. 

The tribunal of arbitration is constituted 
to consist of five arbitrators, one appointed 
by the United States, one by Great Britain, 
and the other three each by designated sov- 
ereign States of Europe or America, The 
treaty establishes special rules, the duty and 
obligations of un in addition to 
generaliy received public law, which 
rules, although Lot admitted by the British 
commissioners to have been iu forceat the 
time, are yet, it is to retract and to 
govern the decisions of the tribunal of arbi- 
tro uon. This tribunal may either award 
damages in detail or in gross at its discretion, 
or u may reter this duty to a board of asses- 
sors, sitting in the United States; also, it 
sbail report from time to time uatil payment 
be made accordingly.

stipulations all the privileges of fishing, uav- 
igation and trauslt accorded to the Vaived 
States by the treaty of 1854, are once more 
obtained, and in a better form, and without 
the burdensome conditions of that treaty in 
the matter of reciprocal importations. 

Ot the pending subjects of controversy be- 
tween the two governments there remains to 
be considered the question of the north west- 
ern boundary line, It is to be remembered 
that tbe line, by the treaty of 1846, runs by 
the middle channel which separates the couti- 
nent from Vancouver's Island, but several 
of such channels exist. Great Britain 
contercds the channel of that treaty 1s the 
Rosario straits; the United States that it is 
the Canal de veg tes two channels being 
separated by the island of San Juan, This 
question having been oace reported on by 
a mixed commission for a survey of tne line, 
the United States are not content to refer 
it to avother such commission, nor has it 
been deemed conyenient, even though such 
tribunal be appointed by « friendly sovereign 
power. Instead of this, it has beeo agreed by 
the present treaty to submit the 
question directly to a neutral power, 
and the Emperor of Germany has been select- 
ed for that purpose. Toe Government of the 
United Sta’es has in its hands much doeu- 
mentary evidence in support of its preten- 
sions not heretofore ma use of, 
and on that as wel as on 
other grounds is confident it has better 
reason on its side toas-ure to the Doited 
States the possession of the {sland of San 
Juan.

A modern LUTHER it seems has 
erisen in the great Catholic theologian, 
Von DoELLINGER, who, in the name of all 
intelligent Catholics, protests against the 
promulgation of the infallibility dogma, as 
alike repugnant to conscience and common 
sense, But, unlike the Luruer of old, 
who struggled against a whole world ready 
to condemn bim, DoELLINGER is supported 
by the most learned authorities of the 
Catholic Church, and the great mass of 
the more intelligent Catholics of Europe. 
His protests are indorsed by the governmeat 
and the people, and the thunders of the 
Vatican, finding expression inthe papal 
bull of excommunication, explode harm- 
lessly over his head. This movement is 
the greatest disaster that has betallen the 
Church of Rome since the day that the 
fearless monk of Wittemburg nailed his 
protest against papal abuses on the Ca- 
thedral door of that city, for it threatens 
to divide the great body of the Catholics 
ot GermaLy, Austria, and Switzerland 
from the Romaa Church. The Ecumen- 
ical Council, convoked for the express 
purpose of promoting the interests of the 
Church, may thus prove its ruin, 

A determination not to submit to the 
arrogant pretensions ot the Pope per- 
vades all Europe and extends to the Jes- 
ulis, who not only claim absolute power 
in spiritual matters, but, according to 
the special organs of the order, 
unlimited sovereignty in temporal affairs. 
According to their claims all the rulers of 
the earth are but so many governors, who 
are to obey implicitly the commands of the 
sovereign pontiff, not only in their spiritual 
affairs, but also in all the rest. This is the 
absolute deification of one man, or rather 
of a set of men, and the total enthrallmen; 
of all the rest of mankind, who are to be 
like so many slaves that are to do their 
bidding. This is in plain words the mon- 
strous doctrine to whose introduction into 
the articles of faith of the Catholic church 
Protessor DoELLINGER objects, and in 
this objection he is supported not only by 
almost the entire Catholic faculty of the 
University of Munich, but by that 
of all the other Catholic un- 
versities of Germany. The different 
governments of Germany have also for- 
bidden the official promulgation of the 
dogma within their States as indirect op- 
posit iom to the laws of the country, and 
particularly the Bavarian Government, the 
most Catholic of Germany, has not only 
been especially energetic in the measures 
adopted, but its young King takes every 
occasion to show the veteran DoELLINGER 
all possible sympathy, and has written an 
autograph letter to him, in which he as- 
sures him of his esteem.

No subject that has ever engaged the 
attention of any statesman, or of any po-

are now upon the stage of action have 
heard it discussed. The late war was 
only an episode, but a terrible one, in the 
debate. The current legislation of Con- 
gress isa chapter devoted to the same 
endless topic. At every turn we take, it 
presses on us afresh; with every breath we 
draw it becomes more unmanageable, ag 
gressive, and despotic. It has made all of 
modern history, and threatens to make 
that of generations yet to come. There is 
not a sober, discreet, and mind 
in the country that is not penetrated with 
a sense of the dangers that now, at last 
-after many ages of heneficent action, are 
inevitable from its continued progress. 

Under such circumsiances, no apology 
is needed for any thoughtful and honest 


| word on the subject. The criticism which 


would expose the nature and causes 
of this tendency, and enable us to sepa- 
rate its evils from the good, and to avoid 
a foolish conflict with the appointed order 
and laws of the world in attempting to 
secure and protect our own peculiar in- 


terests, would render to the whole coun- 
try, and to every nook and corner of it, 


such service as nothing else could yield.

A thousand years ago, ora little more, 
the world had never seen what could 
properly be called a nation. The vast 


oriental empires that had successively tri 


umphed over and oppressed mankind, 
were but agglomerations of many differ- 
ent tribes and races temporarily crushed 
together by a common conqueror. They 
were endued with no indwelling and cre- 
ative principle of life; they were not devel- 
oped from within; they were heaped to- 
gether from without. They did not grow; 
they were manufactured with a single im- 
plement—the sword—and bound by a 
single cement—blood. Political life and 
organization, in the proper sense of the 
term, began in Greece. Its vesicles were 
independent cities. Within these cells, 
political personalities were built up, feebly 
united by a common lineageand language, 
separated by jealousies and engaged in 
constant strife. Rome followed, but was 
a conquering city, not a nation. Out of 
the ruins of her empire was built the 
structure of modern Europe. The earliest 
condition of modern Europe was a mixture 
ot Oriental and Roman society. The em- 


pire of CHARLEMAGNE was, in some 
respects, a copy of the East, but beneath |

We might 
as well try to check a tive by put- 
ting egg-shells on the track. To say that 
there is no remedy would be equally tool - 
ish.

Their iron 
steamer, the North America, 1,837 tons 
burden, which sailed from the latter port 
on the 19th of last month, arrived at Nor- 
tolk last Thursday, bringing a large gen- 
eral cargo, part of which is to be deliver- 
ed there andthe remainder at Baltimore. 

A great number of passengers were 
brought over. Speaking of them the Nor- 
folk Virginian says: “They are, without 
exception, the finest looking and best 
equipped body of emigrants ever landed 
upon these shores. They are, for the most 
part, from the western portions of Eng- 
land and Scotland, and their ruddy cheeks 
and stalwart forms show them to be the 
true bone and sinew of the country from 
which they come, and as such will be a 


vast acquisition in the section in Which 


they design locating. Their destination is 
the southwestern portion of this State and 
the neighboring counties of Tennessee and 
North Carolina, and, as we before stated, 
they will be welcomed heartily in those 
agricultural districts. They bring means 
to commence life in their new homes, and 
will make their fresh start under favorable 
auspices.” 

There is no reason why the direct trade 
now inaugurated should not be permanent, 
and its dimensions immensely increased. 
Agriculturists in Europe want land. The 
South has land in abundance. Emigrants 
from Britain, hitherto obstructed, will be 
certain to some to live among a people so 
congenial in every respect, and bring with 
them the skill in farming and manutac- 

ures necessary to the development of 
Southern resources. It is needless to hope, 
however, for liberation trom Northern 
control in industrial and mercantile affairs 
if the merchants of the West and South 
do not exert themselves to the utmost in 
directing their trade in the desired direc 
tion. Resolutions of boards of trade are 
very good in their way, but the carrying 
out of the resolutions is a great deal better. 
The opportunity is now offered which will 
test the earnestness of the ory so long and

Appropriately burying these deceased Conafed- 
erates, se widely scattered and so far from their 
bomes and kindred, has long been a cherished 
object witb the people of Crab Orchard and 
vicinity. The solitary and uealected graves have 
been to many ¢loquent appeals to the Christian 
spiritot the people to suitably honor these unfortu- 
pate but galian: Confederates with a decent and 
honorable interment. Only about three weeks 
ago, however, did they make such a united effort 
as accomplished their desired object, A commit- 
tee was appcinted and a fund raised sufficient to 
pay the expense of removing the remains of such 
soldiers of Zcllicoff.r’s aimy as fell at Wildcat. 
These were some seventeen in number. J.D. 
Pettus, D. W. Jones, Thomas Welch, John Bu- 
chanan and otber promment citizens of 
Crad Orchard took 
when the bodies <«t 
had been removed, others from different places 
in Lincoln and the adjoining counties were 
brought ju until the number reached twenty- 
four. The remaios were all left at the depot at 
Crab Orchard until the final arrangements for 
their reinterment were completed. Previous to 
the removal of the remain», the Odd Fellows of 
Crab Orchard bad kiodlyand generously do- 
mated one of the most beautiful lots in their 
cemetery as a place for their reinterment, (It Is 
well to no'e bere that a lot was also tendered to 
the Federal soldiers for the purpose of reinter- 
ing their dead) The funeral obsequies were au- 
nounced to take place at 33g O'clock r. M. on the 
lith, but at an early hour on that day the town 
of Ciab Orebard was filed with peopie who had 
come to take part. At 2 o'clock r. u. a protes- 
siou of ex-Confederates and cilizens, headed by 
a band of music, proceeded to the depot and es- 
cortsd the remains to the Chrutian churcb, 
where the funeral obseques were held. 
The church dad previously deen or- 
pDamented ian a most tasty and appropriate 
manner by the ladies of Crab Orchard and Vie 
claliy, Wib evergreens and flowers. 

Above the pulpit were hung portraits of Gens. 
Le. Stonewall Jackson. and Jno. H. Morgan, 
Greped in mourning. Over each was suspended 
a miniature Confederate flag. and the whole was 
surmounted by the motte Honor to the brave,” 
in evergreens. The pulpit itself was clad in 
black crave and oi namented With white flowers, 
To the left were a number of little gills, each 
representing one of the States of the Union. To 
the right were seated the ex-Confedérate sol- 
diers. The ceremonies were commenced by a 
prayer from Rev. Dr. Spears, after which were 
orations by Maj. W.G. Welch, Col, R. J. Breck- 
iniidge, Col. C. H. Rochester, and Hon. M. C. 
Sautiey. The remalus were then carried in pro- 
cession to the Widows’ and Orphans’ Cemetery 
ou Christian Hill, east of Crab Orchard, and re- 
interred. The lot upon which they rest is ata 
high point, cummanding a view of the whole of 
the suiroupding country, including the town. 
The mountain scevery ls magnificent beyond 
description, and the last resting-place of the 
dectased Confederates is destined to be one 
ofthe post beautiful burial grounds in Kea- 
weky. The manner of their burial is iu the 
form of a circle, with their feet potnting to the 
center, as if sleeping around a biveuac fre. Upon 
he center of thecircie it ts designed to erect a 
suiable monument. The graves are all num- 
bered, and each number appropriately registered. 
Atter the remains had been lowered into the 
graves, flowers in great profusion were scattered 
upon the coffins as a last mark of respect and 
sympathy from the ladies and littie girls of Crab 
Orchard. The remains of each soidier were in- 
clo-¢d in @ stout, woudear coflia. 

The oration-, though by old Con ‘ederaies, were 
notl lang more thao a tribute of respect and eulo- 
gy to brave and gallant Men who nad died fight- 
Ing for a cause which they honestly believed to be 
rent. When there was a reference to the past 
Ol present tt was to urge the surviving comrades 
of the deceased to disregara as much as is possi- 
bie the past and to look bopefuily to the future. 
As was sald by one of the speakers, “To strike 
bards with our foes across these ashes and bury 
the animo-ities and aspeiities of the war.“ 

The followirg 13 a list and description of the 
rt mains which the committee wish published, 
that the frieuds of the deceased may be able to 
identify them and koow where they are buried. 
The names of numbers 1,2,4,5andé6are un- 
known; they all fell at Wildcat in October, 1882. 
No. 3 is suppo:ed to be the remains of Adjutant 
Johu Newman, of the Seven eenth Tennessee 
ipfanuy. No. 7, unknown; was wounded in the 
head at Wildcat, fell into the hands of the Fed- 
als and died at Traugb Spring Hospital, near the 
battie-ground.

No. 10 was buried in the edge of the 
woods, and No. 11 in an oid feld back of Nel- 
sons house. Names unknowa. 

No. 12~Died of sickness at McNetl’s Mul, in 
Laurel county,in the fall of 1862. He was left 
upon Bragg’s retreat from Kentucky. He was 
burico under a sawdust and chip pile near the 
mill, Name unkoown. 


No. 13—Was George Gray. of Georgia. He was 
left at Jobo Pittmen’s, in Laurel county, to wait 
on Jas. or Tbos. Wood, a wounded comrade. and 
was hung and shot while hanging by Bill King 
apo party in October, 1863. 

No. 14— Jos. or Thos, Wood; suppcsed to have 
been a Geergia soldier; was wounded aod left at 
Jobn Pittman’s, in Laurel county, upon Bragg’s 
retreat, and was hung by Bill King and party in 
October, 1862. 

No. 15—J. Uhiman; was killed near Lynn’s, in 
Laurel county, Tenn., during Zoilicoff r’s cam- 
paign, in the fall of 1861, His father is said to be 
a resident of Jonesboio, Tenn. 

No. 16—Joho Ballard, of Granger county, Ten- 
nessee; Was killed pear Jos. Snuffer’s, in Laurel 
county, upon Bragg’s retreat. 

No. 17—W. A. Allen, of Scott's cavalry: was 
killed near Mt. Vernon; date of death not known. 
No. 18—Cap'. Sandridge, of Scott's cavalry; was 
wounded and died at Holdam’s mill, m Lincoln 
county: date of death not known. 

No-. 19 and 20—James M. Reid and Dr. J. C. 
Bell, of Tennessee—Were murdered by Jip 
Bridgewater and party. near Harvey Pleasant's, 
in Lincoln county, Oct. 14, 1862. 

Nos. 21 and 22—Unknown—Were soldiers of 
Scott's or Pegram’s cavalry. No. A was killed 
near Lancaster, Ky., on the road to Stanford,and 
No. 22 near White Oak school-house, on Stanford 
road. Date of death not gives. 

No. 23—Unknown—Was a soldier of Scott's 
cavalry. Killed near Paint Lick, in Garrard 
county, Ky., in 1883. 

No. 24—Joseph MiJler—Of Scott's or Pegram’s 
cavalry; supposed to have been a resicent of Ten- 
nessee. Was drowned while attempting toswim 
his horse across Dix river, near Duddirar’s mill, 
in Lincoln coun'y.

Ouly about three weeks 
ago, however, did they make such u united effort 
as accomplished their desired object. A commit- 
tee was appcinted and a fund raised sufficient to 
pey the expense of removing the remains of such 
soldiers of Zcllicoffir’s amy as fell at Wildcat. 
These were some seventeen in number. J. D. 
Pettus, D. W. Jones, Thomas Weich, John Bu- 
chanan and otber prominent citizens of 
Crad Orchard took an active part. 
When the bodies t and near Wiledat 
had been removed, others from different places 
in Lincoln and the adjoining counties were 
brought in until the number reached twen'y- 
tour. The rematos were all left at the depot at 
Crab. Orchard until the final arrangements for 
their reinterment were completed. Previous to 
the removal of tbe remains, the Odd Fellows of 
Creb Orchard hed kiodlyand generously do- 
mated ope of the most beautiful lots in their 
‘cemetery as a place for their reinterment, (It is 
well to note bere that a lot was aiso tendered to 
the Federal soldiers for the purpose of reinter- 
ing their dead) The funeral obsequies were au- 
nounced to take place at 33g O’clock P. M. on the 
lith, but at an early hour on that day the town 
of Crab Orebard was filed witb people who had 
come to take part. At 24g o’clock P. Mu. a proces- 
sion of ex-Confederates and citizens, headed by 
a band of music, proceeded to the depot and es- 
cort:d the remains to the Christian churcb, 
where the funeral obseques were held. 
The church dad previously been or- 
Damented in a most tasty apd appropriate 
manner bythe ladies of Crab Orchard and v. 
cini, Wh evergreens and flowers, 

Above the puipit were hung portraits of Gens. 
Lee, Stonewall Jackson. and Jno. H. Morgan, 
draped in mourning. Over each was suspended 
a miniature Confederate flag. and the whoie was 
surmounted by the motte Honor to the brave,” 
in evergreens. The pulpit itself was clad in 
black crave and oi namented with white flowers. 
To the leftwerea number of little girls, each 
representing one of the States of the Union. To 
the right were seated the ex-Confedérate sol- 
diers. The ceremonies were commenced by a 
prayer from Rev. Dr. Spears, after which were 
orations by Maj. W. G. Welch, Col, R. J. Breck- 
iniidge, Col. C. H. Rochester, and Hon. M. C. 
Saufiey. The remalus were then carried in pro- 
cer sio to the Widows’ and Orphans’ Cemetery 
on Christian Hill, east of Crab Orchard, and re- 
interred. The lot upon which they rest is at a 
high point, ccemmanding a view of the whole of 
tbe susroundipg country, inclading the town. 
The mountain sceuvery ls magnificent beyond 
d«:cription, aud the last resting-place of the 
dectased Confederates is destined to be one 
oftbe n ost beautiful burial grounds in Kea- 
tucky. The manner of their buriai ts io the 
form of a circle, with their feet potnting to the 
center, as if sleeping around a biveuac fire, Upon 
ihe center of te etrele it ts designed to erect a 
sul able monument. The graves are all num- 
dered. and each number appropriaicly registered. 
Atter the remains had been lowered into the 
graves, fowers in great profusion were scattered 
upon the coffins as a last mark of respect and 
sympathy from the ladies and little girls of Crab 
Orchard. The remains of each soldier were in- 
clo-«d in a stout, woodes com. 

The oration:, though by old Con‘edera'es, were 
net ing more thao a tribute of respect and eulo- 
gy to brave and gallant Men who nad died ent- 
lug for a cause which tbey honestly believed to be 
ribt. When there was a reference to the past 
Ol present it was to urge the surviving comrades 
of the deceased to disregara as much as ts possi- 
bie tbe past and to look hopefully to the future. 
As wassaid by one of the speakers, “To strike 
bards with our foes across these ashes and bury 
tbe animo-iiies and aspeiities of the war.“ 

The followirg 1s a list and description of the 
remains which the committee wish published, 
that the friends of the deceared may be able to 
Identify them and kpow where they are buried. 
The names of numbers 1. 2, 4, 5 and 6 are un- 
known; tber all fell at Wildcat in October, 1882. 
No. 3 is suppo:ed to be the remains of Adjutant 
Johu Newman, of the Seven eenth Tennessee 
ipfanuy. No. 7, unknown; was wounded io the 
bead at Wildcat, fell into the hands of the Fed- 
als and died at Traugb Spring Hospital, near the 
battie-ground. This soldier needs a more ex- 
tended notice. After haviog fallen mo the 
hands of the Federal troops he positively and 
rersistently refused to recetve ary food or med- 
ical attention fiom them, and in all probability 
died of starvation. No 8 was wounded at Wild- 
cat aid died in a Federal ho-pital—an old church 
nr ar tbe battle-ground. His grave was the only 
one merked. At bis head was a stone with the 
letters C S. A. engraved upon it, His name is 
also unknown. 


No. 9—Is John Horton, of Lauderdale county, 
Tenn, a soldier of the 10th Tennessee cavalry. 
He was vw ounded and Jefi at Hackney’s, in Lau- 
rel county, and was bung while in a helpless 
condition by Bill King aud his band of cut- 
throats in October, 1862. 

Nos. 10 and II- Died at Nelson’s (Mershon’s 

cross roads, in Laurel county), of sickness in 
the fall of 1562. Tbey belonged to Braga's army, 
and were left bebind upon his retreat from 
Kentucky. No. 10 was buried in the edge of the 
woods, apd No. ll in an old field back of Nel- 
son’s house. Names unknowa. 
No. 12~Died of sickness at McNeti’s Mill, in 
Laurel county, in the fall of 1862. He was left 
upon Bragg’s retreat from Kentucky. He was 
buries under a sawdust and chip pile near the 
mill. Name unkoown. 


No. I8— Was George Gray, of Georgia. He was 
left at Jobn Pittmsn’s, in Laurel county, to wait 
on Jas. or Thos. Wood, a wounded comrade,and 
Ws hung and shot while hanging dy Bill King 
apa party ip October, 1863. é 

No. 14— Jos. or Thos. Wood; suppcsed to have 
been a Geergia soldier; was wounded and left at 
Jobn Pittman’s,in Laurel county, upon Bragg’s 
retreat, and was hung dy Bill King and party in 
October, 1862. 

No. 16—J. Uhiman; was killed near Lynn’s, in 
Laurel county, Tenn., during Zoiliccff r’s cam- 
pa ie n, in the tall of 1861. His father !s said to be 
a revident of Jonesboio, Tenn. 

No. 16—John Ballard, of Granger county, Ten- 
ressee; Wes killed near Jos. Snuffer’s, in Laurel 
county, upon Bragg’s retreat. 

No. IT- W. A. Allen, of Scott's cavalry: was 
killed near Mt. Vernon; date of death not known. 
No. I- Capt. Sandridge, of Scott's cavalry; was 
wounded and died at Holdam’s mill, m Lincoln 
county: date of deatb not known. 

No-. 19 and 20—James M. Reid and Dr. J. C. 
Bell, of Tennessee—Were murdered by Jip 
Bridgewater and party, near Sarves en 
in Lincoln county, Oct. 14, 1862. 

Nos. 21 and 22—Unknown—Were Senne of 
Scott's or Pegram’s cavalry. No. 21 was killed 
near Lancaster, Ky., on the road to Stanford, and 
No. 22 near White Oak school-houge, on Stanford 
road. Date of death pot gives. 

No. 23—Unknown—Was a soldier of Scott's 
cavalry. Killed near Pant Lick, in Garrard 
county, Ky., in 1863. 

No. 24—Joseph Miller—Of Scott's or Pegram’s 
cavalry; supposed to have been a resicent of Ten- 
nessee. Was druwned white attempting to swim 
bis horse across Dix river, near Duddirar’s mill, 
in Lincoln coun'v.
